The communique said for­ 
mer Premier Adnan Menderes, 
who had been sentenced to 
hang, was too ill to stand exe­ 
cution and that he would be 
hanged at a later date.

Make Berlin Concession's 
To Avoid Ugly Showdown

WASHINGTON (AP>—1The real 
question between the West and 
Russia on Berlin is not whether 
one will yield to the other but 
how 
much both are willing to 
yield. * 


Both will have to make conces­ 
sions to avoid an ugly showdown 
unless Premier Khrushchev’s re­ 
peated determination to have a 
final settlement has been bluff 
from the start. 
It can hardly be all bluff. He’s 
stuck his neck out too far to back 
down altogether. To do so, after 
all his threats, would be complete 
defeat for Russia. So it can be 
taken for granted he will insist 
on some victory. 
The unknown element in his 
performance—and it can only be 
discovered through negotiation— 
rn how much or how little will 
he settle for. 
WILL DEMAND CONCESSION 
The West cannot make all the 
concessions without suffering in 
turn, in the eyes of the world, 
a complete defeat. Therefore, for 
concessions it makes, it will de­ 
mand concessions from Russia. 
At this point the U. S. govern­ 
ment is not talking of making 
concessions at all. It would be 
nonsense to do so The Russians 
would simply use them as con­ 
cessions 
already conceded 
and 
say: What concessions are you 
going to make? 
It would be equally implausible 
for this country to pretend it will 
make no concessions. It already 
did so—even though they were 
meager—when it negotiated with 
the Russians in 1959 on Berlin, 
LIMIT FORCES 
At (hat time the United States, 
Britain and France offered a plan 
which included these concessions: 
Limiting the Allied force in Ber­ 
lin to 11,000 men: keeping nuclear 
weapons and rockets out of Ber­ 
lin: letting East German Commu­ 
nists control the access routes to 
Berlin on behalf of Russia (this 
was a device to save the West 
from having to admit the East 
German Communists, whom the 
West refuses formally to recog­ 
nize as the legitimate govern­ 
ment of East Germany, have a 
right of their own to control the 
routes1; a United Nations moni­ 
toring service could be set up in 
an effort to control hostile politi­ 
cal propaganda in both East and 
West Berlin. 
The Russians, who previously 
had 
insisted 
all 
Allied 
troops 
must get out of Berlin, just as 
Khrushchev is insisting now, in 
1959 suggested it would be all 
right to keep up to. but no more 
than 4,000 Allied troops in the 
city. And the Russians talked of 
making other concessions. 
DELAYED SHOWDOWN 
But 
in 
all 
this 
they 
never 
agreed on much. The meeting 
broke up. Khrushchov came to 
the United States. 
He delayed 
forcing a showdown. A summit 
meeting with President Eisenhow­ 
er was arranged in May 1960. 
Khrushchev broke that up. And 
now? he’s making fresh demands 
on President Kennedy. This time 
he sounds more earnest, talks and 
acts tougher. 
Kennedy has said: “We cannot 
and will not permit the Commu­ 
nists to drive as out of Berlin, 
either gradually or by force.” He 
said the West will insist on the 
right of free access to West Ber­ 
lin which lies 110 miles inside 
Communist East Germany. 
U.N. TROOPS? 
This is where he will demand 
some concession from 
Khrush- 
chev. The Rassian argues that the 
West no longer has a right to 
keep troops in Berlin but he says

NEW YORK iAP)—A frequent 
prediction about nuclear war is 
that radioactivity would poison the 
earth and all forms of life. 
“This is certainly not true,” says 
Dr. Edward Teller, one of the 
world’s most prominent nuclear 
physicists. 
“The danger of radioactivity 
has been grossly exaggerated. 
NEEDLESS PANIC 
“We must do everything possi­ 
ble to avoid war. But if, despite 
that, war does come, unreasona­ 
ble fear of radioactivity could lead 
to panic and to widespread, need­ 
less loss of life. 
“ For example, popular writings 
have even suggested that radia­ 
tion sickness can be transmitted 
from persons to person, like a con­ 
tagious disease. 
“If there were a 
war, 
this 
means a person who had been ex- 
posed to radiation might be de 
nied admission to a shelter from 
fear of him. 
HUMANE STEPS 
“ Instead, 
the 
humane 
thing 
would be to try to save his life 
His contaminated clothing should 
be removed, and treatment start­ 
ed for radiation sickness. Care 
should be taken to dispose safely 
of his radioactive body wastes. 
But that victim could not really 
harm others in the shelter.” 
Radiation is the new—and to 
mast people mysterious—element 
in nuclear weapons. 
Immediate radiation, mainly in 
the form of neutrons, can kill per 
sons close enough to the bomb 
center. 
BOMB CLOUD 
More insidiously, the bomb re­ 
leases a cloud of radioactivity 
which is carried away by winds 
♦.hen falls to earth. It forms 
f 
heavy pattern on the ground near 
the explosion, then rapidly de­ 
creases in intensity. 
But for years, radioactivity can 
rain down around the earth in the 
form of long-lasting radioactive 
atoms, such as strontium-90. 
This fallout generated a violent 
political and scientific controver 
sy as to the danger only from 
tests, and the moral question of 
spreading contamination in order 
to test weapons. 
RADIATION SEA 
Everyone agrees humans have 
always lived in a small sea of 
radiation 
from 
natural sources 
such as cosmic rays and radio­ 
active rocks. 
All agree the further radioactiv 
ity from fallout has added—thus 
far-only about 2 per cent more 
to the natural radioactivity. 
At this point, even the scientists 
split. 
SCIENTISTS SPLIT 
Some hold the added radioactiv 
ity means hundreds to thousands 
of babies will be born deformed 
or stillborn, and that 
elements 
such as strontium-90 will cause or 
are causing more human cancer 
Other scientists including Dr 
Teller insist there has been no 
damage 
yet, or that the added 
risk it too tiny to measure. The 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commission 
takes this official view. 


“The present amounts of radio­ 
activ Ry are so small that animal 
experiments show no effects,” Dr. 
Teller says. 
SMALL AMOUNTS 
“ We 
are scared about very 
small amounts, such as the stron 
tium-90 found in milk. But we 
could take IOO times more, and 
still consume it safely. 
“ If it were 1,000 times more, 
we would drink the milk or eai 
vegetables, if we were hungry, 
even though it might give us 
slightly greater chance, say, of 
getting cancer later in life. 
“ But if it wre 10,000 times 
more, then we should consider 
carefully how the intake of radio­ 
activity can be reduced.” 
All-out war would vastly in­ 
crease the radioactive fallout. 
But Dr. Teller says the lethal 
and damning genetic effects — 
should this happen—have been ex 
aggerated also. 
“And we ar just beginning to 
lam 
how to cimbat the {feta 
of radiation, to remove it from 
food or water, or remove radio­ 
activity from the body, and to de- 
ise antidotes,” he notes. 
Radioactive 
atoms 
on 
the 
ground might be plowed under, he 
said. Or research may find means 
of breeding crops which selective- 
removed 
radioactivity 
(and 
were themselves thrown away on 
harvest) or crops which take up 
little of the dangerous types of 
atom*. 
“The point is that • overdrawn 
fear of radioactivity could para- 
yze us, and lead to foolish action 
if the tragedy of war came upon 
us,” Dr. Teller contends. 
Lack of adequate civil defense 
in the United Stats, he suggest­ 
ed, constitutes in effect an invita­ 
tion to attack, and he added: “We 
should start right now, without 
further delay.”

Bob Keeshan's “Captain Kanga­ 
roo" will be seen Mondays through 
Fridays from 8:00 to H OO a.m. on 
CBS-TV. This 15-minute extension 
of the program is in itself a small 
tribute 
to 
Bob 
Keeshan 
who 
created the program six years 
ago and has since won many 
honors in the field of children pro­ 
grams including the George Fos­ 
ter Peabody Award. 
T h e 
genial, 
gentle-mannered 
“Captain Kangaroo" has as loyal 
a following of young television as 
can be found anywhere, 
TWO-WAY ST R EET 
But loyalty is a two-way street. 
Keeshan has always given much 
thought to the content of his pro­ 
gram. He not only wants to pre­ 
sent a good show, but a good show 
that is good for his viewers. This 
he has done without question. 
We are guided by two basic 
thoughts." 
Mr. 
Keeshan 
says, 
"What do our children enjoy? And 
what as parents do we want our 
children exposed to?" 
"We talk the same language as 
the children do," he continued. 
"We meet them in a never-never 
land where they find reality. W’e 
give them fantasy and we give 
them education—learning things 
about the world they are growing 
up in 
all as part of a simple. 
wonderful hour of entertainment 
that happens to carry with it 
simple lessons in manners, safety 
and bits of knowledge children are 
curious about. There’ll lie no slap­ 
stick, no terror, no m atter how- 
innocent ly such things can be pre­ 
sented. These are gentle adven­ 
tures for children—we can’t think 
of any better words to describe 
what we are doing." 
WANTS PAREN TS' H ELP 
While Keeshan is alert to the 
wholesome part television can play 
in child guidance and develop­ 
ment, he doesn’t see his own role 
as that of a baby sitter. In the 
"Playtim e" segment of his broad­ 
casts, especially, where his young 
viewers are taught to make cut­ 
out toys with scissors and paper, 
he expects many parents to share 
the experience with their children. 
"Some parents are delinquent 
In this respect," he says. "I ap­ 
preciate the fact that we are the 
best baby sitter' they have, but 
we hope we are performing more 
oI a function that that. We don’t 
want television to take a1! the 
time away from the pat ent-child 
relationship.” 
By the simplest of barometers, 
however—fan mail and phone calls 
from adults speaking on behalf 
of their pre-school children — it is 
obvious to Keeshan that a siz­ 
able segment of his audience Is 


composed of parents who watch 
along with their children. 
SE E K KNOW LEDGE 
Bob Keeshan takes it for granted 
that his young viewers have a 
thirst for knowledge and an am az­ 
ing capacity for absorbing Infor­ 
mation presented to them in an 
entertaining manner. 
"We are not, in the ordinary 
sense, striving to teach children," 
says Keeshan. "We prefer to in­ 
form them by stimulating their 
interests 
in 
the world 
around 
them ." 
The average child, according to 
Keeshan, 
will grasp a subject 
quickly if he can relate it to 


sights, sounds and objects he has 
already encountered in his own 
little world. Thus, when the pro­ 
gram showed a film of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway with its intri­ 
cate system of locks and canals, 
a simple explanation was made 
by comparing the sea-level to a 
flight of stairs—thereby bringing 
them into the realm of the child’s 
exery-day experiences. 
SF E VOTING M ACH INE 
During the recent Presidential 
campaign, the boys and girls were 
shown a model of a voting m a­ 
chine and acquainted with the m a­ 
chine’s operation. 
In explaining the m anufacture 


and use of plastic m aterials, the 
captain had some raw ingredients 
on hand, as well as a small press 
with which he m ade a toy cow 
and some soldiers by applying 
heat and pressure. 
To clarify the functions of the 
United Nations. Captain Kangaroo 
explained to his young viewers 
that nations, like children, can 
have differences, and sometimes 
get into fights. This can be avoid­ 
ed, he pointed out, by getting to­ 
gether and talking things over 
calmly and sensibly. 
Charts, photographs, films and 
music play an important part on 
the "Captain Kangaroo’’ broad-

casts. When the role of the Presi­ 
dent in government was up for 
discussion, a recording of the 
song "The President on the Dol­ 
lar" proved a lively way to stim­ 
ulate interest in the topic.

House.’ I think to myself, this it 
for me—as long as Junior and his 
sister want to tune us in." 
As far as Junior and his sister 
and their parents are concerned. 
Bob. as long as you maintain the 
high standards of the program and 
continue to present them with the
